Hello, Victorian. Soccer fans! 

I'm writing to you from Rom 
reel cameras—and a match between two Italia 
Rome's “Stadium Nationale” the other day. 

Thirsting for a good game I crammed on a bus from the centre of the city. 
I knew I caught the right one, as the red and yellow colors of Roma Football 
Club were in evidence on most of the passengers. They wore them on jockey 
caps, forage caps, as badges on lapels and dresses. They were well dressed, for 
Sunday is a holiday for the Italian people and the weekly football afternoon an 


e—about mounted police, barbed wire, news- 
n city teams, which I watched at 


_ event to be respected. 


Out of the bus and into the impressive concrete-standed rectangular stadium. 
Formerly known as Mussolini's Forum, it holds 50,000 comfortably. 

Entering the steeply-banked stand in front of newsreel cameras and a battery 
of microphones. .and loudspeakers, I was just in time to see a fleet of ground 
attendants wheel out the fire hoses. Fires in concrete stands? No, just to keep 
the crowds in order. 

Stationed around the ground, underneath the six feet high concrete wall 
(which is topped by five feet of mesh and barbed wire), were more than 50 
police, with revolvers sticking suspiciously out of their holsters. 

But lest you be alarmed that these were used during the hectic afternoon, 
let me say now in all fairness to the 30,000 whistling, hooting, chanting Italians 
that I did not see a single brawl. , 

First: Roma Club team came out of the dressing-room. The masses rose to 

their feet and cheered. ‘Then Lucchese Club emerged. ‘They had travelled 150 
miles from Lucca, a small city north of Rome, and were greeted by stony 
silence. 
Although the ground was soggy, both teams turned on a fine display of 
Continental-style football. The ball was passed from back to half-back, to the 
outside man and into the centre. I thought both inside and centre forwards 
missed many opportunities to score by not shooting immediately they were in 
possession. They preferred to pass backwards and forwards, only to lose the 
ball to the opponents’ backs. 

Free kicks were freely awarded by the. sleek-haired imperturbable referee. 
His eyes were always quick to seize on off-side offences. When Rome's outside- 
right threw the ball away:in a fit of bad temper, after being penalised for trip- 
ping, he made him retrieve it and place it in position for Lucchese's kick. 

At half-time, with no goal having been scored, the spectators adjourned for 
4 little wine. This was sold in foil-sealed nobbler-sized glass jars. ' Chocolate- 
‘coated ice creams were also popular. 

Ten minutes before the end Lucchese scored from a scrathble, in front. Roma 
seemed to lose heart and the game went on to a fame 1-0 finish. Not even 
the “Ro-ma, Ro-ma, Ro-ma” chant of their supporters could spur them on. to 
equalise. Best players on the ground were Lucchese half-back captain and 
Roma's outside-left, one of three Swedes playing in that team. 

As I pushed my way out I compared standards with Australia. I came 
to the conclusion that Victoria’s team, which beat South Australia Jast year, 
would algd “‘toss” Lucchese. Our boys would be too big and fit for the pint- 
sized Italians. ier 

Outside: the gate a parlor coach waited to: take the visitors home. It was 
surrounded by 20 mounted police, armed ‘with revolvers and rubber truncheons. 


Let's hope that when Victorian -Soccer reaches Italian .proportions this 
won't be necessary.

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PHIL TAYLOR

Those of you who saw the news-reels of last year's English F.A. Cup 
Final, will remember His Majesty shaking hands with the Liverpool team. The 
captain, who introduced his men, was Phil Taylor, now chosen to fill the last 
wing-half position for the Australian tour. 

Taylor comes of a sporting family, his father and brothers being well- 
known players for Bristol St. George, when it was the premier amateur 
club. While at Greenbank school I remember him as a fine all-rounder, being 
a good cricketer as well as an outstanding soccer player. He gained the highest 
schoolboy honor when chosen to captain the English boys against Wales at 
Bristol in 1931. The score-sheet was blank with only a few minutes to go. 
Then Taylor gathered a loose ball and thirty yards from goal sent a cross-shot 
to the top corner of the net for the winners. Jt was perhaps the biggest thrill 
any lad could experience in his home-town, but one that did not give him a 
swelled head. ; 

Signed as a professional by Bristol Rovers a few years later, being a well- 
built youth, he was soon introduced to League football as a right-half, but 
appeared as inside-forward in the Cup-tie against Arsenal in 1936, having scored 
a first-half hat-trick in the previous round. The Rovers scored first but Arsenal 
ran out easy winners and eventually won the Cup. Good inside-forwards were 
then at a premium, and in those days, as Third Division clubs were the poor 
relations of the more exalted ones in the First Division, it was not surprising 
that Taylor was transferred to Liverpool in the same year for a large fee. 

He reverted to right-half, and represented the English League XI in that 
position. While he has been with Liverpool they have been League Champions 
and Cup Finalists. Taylor, who is somewhat similar in build ahd features to 
Keith Miller, is one of the few players who has recently sported a_ slight 
moustache. He is a good leader, and may captain the tourists in the absence of 
Flewin.

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DISASTER IN ADELAIDE 


So complete was the knock-out in South Australia that it is difficult to con- 
vey to anyone not present just how decisive was Victoria's defeat. 


It was unfortunate that Jackie Wilson broke down in training. The sug- 
gestion by one newspaper that he and Rough were unfit when they left Victoria 
is entirely untrue. Both players were given a clean sheet by a masseur before 
leaving. In Rough’s case a fall when gathering the ball brought on a recur- 


rence of an old strain. He was unlucky also to have his fingers severely kicked 


early in the game. 


While it is not intended to condemn any players individually, it is only 
fair to state that the forward line as a whole was a complete failure. At no 
time was it a danger to a defence comprised almost entirely of much bigger men. 


Tragic also was it to see the misunderstanding between halves and backs, 
and lack of distribution by the former. Outstanding player of the day was 
Bill Drummond, left-back. He played a slashing game throughout and saved 
two certain goals on the line with the goalie beaten. Ralph White, at right- 
back, also played his sound captain's game. The effort to combine a back line 
that played the third-back game with at least two halves that didn't was too 
much for any man. | 


Anyway, all who visited South Australia came back somewhat chastened. 
We cannot help but congratulate the South Australian Association. This win 
will undoubtedly give it a great fillip in Australian affairs. 


Glad Tidings from Sydney 


We are delighted to report, after the dismal story in Adelaide, differently 
about our boys who played in the Australia v. New South Wales game in Syd- 
ney. They seemed to have acquitted themselves well and to have created a 
good impression. From reports in the Sydney “Soccer Weekly News” Joe 
Wilson made a very good impression and so did Tommy Jack, who is very 
popular over there. Eric Heath also pleased, although the competition for the 
full-back position is very keen. Personal observation, as well as reports, indi- 
‘cate that there are few really good wingers available in Australia, so we are 
confident that Joe Wilson will make it.

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“DON’T HUNT IN PACKS” 
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Sounds silly, doésn't it? Yet it doesn’t sound nearly as silly as it looks 
when you see 18 or 20 players chasing a ball like a pack of hounds after a 
hare. It isn't a hare, it’s a football, and you are not individual hounds but part 
of a team of footballers. Every player in the team has a position and every 
player's job is to stay in that position, The ball will come to you; don’t chase 
it. The goalkeeper has one job (we will ‘deal with him in a later article), the 
two full-backs are the defenders, left-half and right-half are your feeders, the 
centre-half (usually the skipper) is the pivot of the team, part defender and 
feeder in chief. 

The forward line consists of five speedsters whose job it is to carry the ball 
in attack after receiving it from the feeders. The centre-forward is the goal 
scorer. His job is to get as far up the field as possible without being off-side— 
to be alert and ready to put the ball in the net. If you have a good centre-man 
give him the ball and he will get your goals. BS 


You won't see men like Dave Stoddart (Brighton) and George Thorrington 
(Prahran) running up and down the field in search of the ball. Watch them in 
action whenever you get the opportunity, They will show you how to play a 
vital part in a team perfectly. The best example of positional play can be seen 
by watching the Prahran forward line, which in my opinion is the best one of 
forwards in the game today. Watch Ralph White (Prahran) —he is always in 


position—and T’om Jack (Brighton), who’ is the perfect example of football 
brains today. 


My advice to you Juniors is—after your game on Saturdays go along and 
watch these men in action. Seeing is believing, so study their technique, and 
you will learn niore than I can tell you in print. 


Remember, that short passing with every man in his position and every man 
working as a team, not as an individual, or hunting in. packs, will win matches.

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Junior Natterings By RECCOS: 


In reference to Junior referees, I have interviewed several Junior coaches 
and players. Junior coaches have been officiating at the boys’ games, when 
referees are not available from the Association. 


Being neutral on this matter, these views I am passing on are for public 
opinion, The usual procedure is for the home coach to referee. Needless 
to say, when wrong decisions are made, he comes in for criticism from players 


and ‘spectators. But many ‘people forget that he is doing this job voluntarily 
and without remuneration, 


The following general idea, with the approval of the Junior Association -and 
the Referees’ Association, may overcome the difficulty that has arisen. From each 
club fielding Junior teams, at least two members, for example the Junior coach, 
manager or one of the elder Junior, players, be nominated or volunteer for a 
school for referees under the jurisdiction of the Referees’ Association. Providing 


_that these members pass a prescribed examination, they would become qualified 


official referees, having full powers in controlling any game. This would over- 
come any shortage of referees and the boys would soon become aware that the 
official in charge of a game has full power to bring offenders before the discip- 


linary committee. Any failings by the official would become a matter for the 
Referees’ Association. 


Mr. G, Ellis, of Moorabbin City, has informed me that his club has. formed 


a supporters’ club, with the idea of raising sufficient funds to obtain a hall and 


equipment for the Juniors. This would be a youth club, modelled on lines of 
the National Fitness Group, ‘with gymnastics,: indoor sports, etc. Congratula-
